were abngrinal and defective to an extent |. 


which the doctors ‘believed tended -tu per- 
petuate nnd increase the general physteal 
defective condition which had ehnracteris- 
td chim «ince birth. It was decided to 
conduct the experiment us-soon as healthy. 
glands could be obtdined. Edward Per- 
sons, a particularly healthy specimen, con- 
demned to ‘be clectroented for murder, 


wa seleeted’ to supply the glands, which4 


were taken’ from his. body immediately 
following his death’ and preserved until 
ready to be transplanted into the body of 
Hauser. The surgeons who undertook the
